Senator Aldrich in his speech on the 
senate currency bill, went so far as to 
say that the senate bill does not stand 
in the way of this government favoring 
international bimetallism. This is re- 
garded, coming as it does from the Rhode 
Island senator, as particularly sienificant 
and as tending to bear out the idea that 


some sort of a bimetallism sop with 
which to catch some republicans ag they 
did in 1896. 

Senator Jones, of Arkansas, is one of 
the democratic leaders who believes that 
this will be done. In a recent speech in 
the west he gave it as his opinion that 
some such effort would be made, 

“T have,” said he in talking about the 
subject today, “found a good many lead- 
ing republicans of the west who give it 
as’ their opinion that the republicans will 
be: afraid to go before the people with 
a straight, square declaration in defense 
of a single gold standard. There can be 
no question that the snifting of the issue 
to a point where the republicans have to 
defend a specific policy will be of great 
bénefit to the democrats in the coming 
campaign, I expect them to put in some 
international bimetallism talk in their 
platform, but while it will fool a good 
many people, it will not fool nearly go 
Many as it did in the last campaign.” 
Republicans and the Trusts. 

Democratic leaders do not expect to see 
any anti-trust legislation put through the 
present congress, According to the lights 
before them, the republican programme 


rseems to be to quietly suppress all ef- 


forts toward substantial anti-trust legis- 
lation or, if anything at all is put through, 
to enact soMe Meaningless bill just before 
adjournment—something they know will 
not stand the test of the courts and will, 
therefore, satisfy the trust people, but 
which cannot be passed upon by the 
courts until after the presidential election. 
It is more probable, however, that they 
will do nothing in congress, but will 
fortify themselves for the campaign by 
putting into their platform the strongest 
kind of an anti-trust declaration. They 
will, if they can find the language to 
frame it, have a plank more strongly 
anti-trust than that of the democrats 
themselves.

953,854 a year. Great Britain alone took 
more than one-half of all our agricultural 
exports, the consignments consigned to 
that country forming about 50 per cent 
of the total shipments and -having an 
average annual value of $362,407,701. Ger- 
many, which ranks next to the United 
Kingdom as a market for the products 
of American agriculture, received Sout 
13 per cent of the exports for 1894-1898, 
the average yearly value amounting to 
$86,320,274. France, with purchases that 
average $43,988,790 a year, or about 6.6 
per cent of the total, was the third 
country in importance. These three coun- 
tries—the United Kingdom, Germany and 
France—received together nearly ‘0 per 
cent of the total agricultural exporas. 
After these three countries just men- 
tioned, the Netherlands, Belgium, Can- 
ada, Italy and Spain afforded the most 
important markets. 

With very few exceptions the leading 
foreign countries materially increased 
their purchases of American agricultural 
products during 1894-1898. In the total 
value of the agricultural exports there 
was an advance from $636,633,747 in 1894 
to $858,507,942 in 1898, making a ‘gain of 
$221 874,195. The countries of destination 
that contributed most to this increase 
were the United Kingdom, Germany, 
France, Belgium, Canada, the Nether- 
lands, Japan, Italy, Denmark and British 
Africa, 

Our exports of farm products to the 
United Kingdom-increased $82,588,854 dur- 
ing the fivé years, to Germany $46,441,085 
and te France $33,415,208. 

The summary brings out the fact that 
about 88 per cent of all the farm produce 
shipped from the United States during 
the five years mentioned was marketed 
in Europe the annual average be:ng 
$761,807,782, showing an increase of $19%,- 
588,938 over the value for 18M. 


IMPROVE BALTIMORE AND OHIO 


Twenty-Five Million Dollars Are To 
Be Expended. 

Chicago, January i4.—IThe Record to- 
morrow will say: Plans for the expendi- 
ture of $25,000,000 in improving the physi- 
cal condition of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad have been completed and within 
the next three years that vast amount 
of money will have been expended, Im- 
provements of roadbeds, ‘bridges, tracks 
and equipments will be made on all lines 
of the system, The present rapid develop- 
ment of earning power of the system has 
led the directors to the belief that a 
large percentage of the $20,000,000 can be 
spared from surplus earnings. Although 
the detailed plans of improvement have 
not been made public yet, it is said that 
a great percentage of the money will be 
spent in improving the line between Chi- 
cago and Pittsburg.

BRITISH LOSE THEIR 


Boers Drive the English Troops Back 
at Ladysmith. 

London, January 15.—A special dispatch 
from the Hoofdlaager at Ladysmith, dat- 
ed January 9th, via Lourenzo Marques, de- 
scribing the assault on January 6th upon 
Ladysmith, says: 

“The British made no attempt to hold 
the first line of breastworks, but made an 
exceedingly stubborn résistance at the 
next row. Every inch was. stubbornly 
contested and conspicuous bravery was 
displayed on both sides. After 10 o'clock 
the British artillery fire slackened and a 
terrible individual contest ensued among 
the riflemen for the possession of Plat- 
Rand ridge. At noon a heavy thunder- 
storm interrupted, the battle lasting for 
two hours. Although the burghers suc- 
ceeded in ultimately gaining possession 
of most of the British positions on the 
western side of the Plat-Rand, they were 
finally obliged to retire from most of the 
ground they occupied. The British were 
most strongly entrenched, their redoubts 
being skilfully loopholed, and the com- 
bat was so close that rifles were frequent- 
ly fired at arm’s length. It was a hand 
to hand encounter. The men on both sides 
fought like demons and the norror and 
bewilderment of the scene could scarcely 
be paralleled. The operations were con- 
tinued the next day (Sunday) on a smaller 
scale, but it is reported that as a result 
of one of the furlorn hopes, one gun and 
two ammunition wagons were captured.”’

There was @ muffled pistol shot in a 
one-room cabin at No. 21 Mechanics street, 
yesterday morning, about 9;30 o’clock, and 
immediately afterwards Sank Strickland, 
a negro, Staggered from the house and 
fell dead at the doorsteps. - > 

Jeff Bates, another negro, had fired the 
shot. 

Exactly what occurred in the cabin {s 
A woman, the wife of Bates, 
and two children, are said to have been 
precent, and the story they tell ‘is dis- 
connected and at variance with other 
facts in the- possession of the police. 

Bates ran away from the scene of the 
killing, leaving-a message with his wife, 
and he has not been seen since, although 
the police got on his track and chased 
him several miles from the city in the 
direction of the Chattahoochee river. |

I gave Sank 
some meat and bread, and when Jeff came 
in he said something about being tired of 
Sank coming there so often. T left the 
house and went into the yard, and while I 
was there I heard a pistol shot. When I 
fot back to the house [ found Sank lying 
on the ground dying and my little boy 
holding his head on his knees. Jeff told 
me he was going down the street a piece, 
and if anybody asked me about the shoot- 
Ing for me to say that he had blank car- 
ridges in his pistol which he had put 
there for Christmas. He took some cigars 
and tobacco and went off, and I haven't 
teen him since. When I left Jeff and 
Bank they were laughing and talking to- 
gether, and I didn’t think they wére mad.”’ 

Another Version of the Killing. 
Mr. Roseberry stated to the reporter 
that if the woman said she wasn’t in the 
fabin when the pistol was fired she stated 
What is not true. 

“Both the woman and the children were 
in the house at the time,” says Mr. 
Roseberry. “T heard the pistol shot and 
Went on the front porch. I thought some

centuries among God's 
chosen & volume called by this 
and other distinguishing titles, which 
was accepted by them as the supréme 
of creed and practice. From 
the catalogue of Josephus we perceive 
way almost identical with what is 
known to us as “the scriptures of the 
Old Testament.”” "This book preserved in 
roll form and kept in the synagogues was 
as such quoted by our Lord and the apos- 
tles. This disposes of the mistake of one 
who said to the preacher: ‘‘The old Bible 
js the Jew Bible, the New Testament js 
the Christian Bible.”’ According to ithe 
Master's promise of the gift of the Holy 
Spirit after his ascension, “to guide the 
aposties into all truth,” thus admitting 
the incompleteness of the Old Testament 


_ as the expression of God’s will to men, 
- we find them elaiming inspiration, setting 


themselves side by side with the prophets 
and authoritatively completing the sacred 


‘canon. Now, as Christ spake through in- 


dividuals and limited audiences to the 
race in all time, the admonition of the 
text is rightly construed as having ref- 
erence to the Book as a whole. Search 
the scriptures is a divine command to 
etudy the entire Bible. 

Who Should Search Them? 

That every one who ean read or learn 
to read should search the scriptures let 
these facts demonstrate: 

This precept was delivered without lim- 
iting phrase to a promiscuous audience of 
friends and foes, learned rabbis and jllit- 
erate people, Men, women and children; 
it was, therefore, intended for everybody. 

Again, we find substantially the same 
command given ‘to classes which include 
all—e, g., rulers—for not like our chief 
executive, who at his inauguration kisses 
the Bible. the Hebrew king upon. his ac- 
cession to the throne was required to 
write out a copy of the law, probably the 
Pentateuch. and “read therein all the 
days of his life;” soldiers—Joshua, a war 
general, was instructed “to read in the 
book of the law day and night;” the peo- 
ple—every new thing was to be tested 
law and the 
testimony;’’ parents—the words of the 
law were to be “‘in their hears” and they 
were to “teach them diligently unto their 


_thildren;’’ children—Timothy is command- 


ed by Paul for his saving knowledge of 


“them, “from a child.” 


A Dangerous Book. 


Ah! but does not Peter pronounce the 


‘Bible a Gangerous book for indiscriminate 
“reading, ‘‘in which are some things hard 


to be understood, which they that are 
unlearned and unstable Wrest as they do 
Also the other scriptures , unto their 
OWn destruction,’’ II Peter fii, 16. But 
Pray observe, he says not this of the 
whole Bible. or of all ‘‘unlearned” read- 
ers. but of ‘‘beloved brother Paul’s epis- 
tles’’ only. in which occur those mys- 
teries of election and predestination which 
are so difficuit of explanation. Those 
who pervert them are “unstable souls,” 


driven about by every wind of doctrine, 


and who treating even the “other” plain- 
er Scriptures in the same way betray 
their unteachableness. The statement 
does not at all concern humble, docile 
Students of God’s word. And, mark, Pe- 
ter’s remedy is not, 4s one May see from 
the context, locking up the Bible in a 
“dead language or cnaining it to the pul- 
pit, but “growth in grace and in the 
knowledge of our Lord and Savior Jesus 
knowledge of whom is unat- 
tainable save through the pages of the 
ook itself.

‘the godifest and. most successful of New 
England pastors of a past generation, was 
heard to say, ‘‘that he was sdmetimes tor- 
mented with doubts that he would not 
for worlds breathe into another mortal’s 
ear," Now to all euch and to the far 
larger class, who do not believe, because 
they have never taken time or trouble to 
reflect, we commend this searching the 
scriptures, as the antidote of both spec- 
ulative and practical infidelity. Dr. Chal- 
mers, when treating of Christian evyj- 
dences, advised theological students not 
to begin with the Hebrew or Greek 
scriptures, but with our English version 
on the ground ‘“‘that the brightest and 
most satisfying credentials of scripture 
are to be gathered from its pages.”

Tell me this is mere Hebrew literature, 


history of a race! The production of an 
cbseure people now scattered, a mere 
human manufacture or compliation of 
earlier anonymous productions by un- 
‘known editors! 

Yes, it is human, the humanest book in 
the world, for holy men wrote it and 
wrought into it varied human experiences, 
but they were God-breated men. 
The Almighty . wrote by ¢hem, but 
not as mother guides baby’s fingers in 
letter to absent sire, or as merchant dic- 
tates to stenographer, nor yet with Paul's 
or John’s pens and minds, but with their 
whole selves, aa formed by past and 
molded by present experiences. Yet the 
human: element does: not obscure the 
supernatural in the divinest bcok in the 
world. It throbs palpably with a divine 
personality throughout, and the page il- 
luminated only hides God as the Shekinah 
did from reverent worshiper in tabernacle 
or temple. It is not God’s word to a na- 
tion, but to a'race; not to one generation, 
but to all generations. It is the today 
message of God to men—the word of God, 
“which liveth and abideth forever.”

“Captured while serving on Morgan's 
staff, I with a number of other officers, 
was confined for a szumber of months in 
the Ohio penitentiary. We were allowed to 
buy such books as our limited means per- 
mitted, and friends outside sent in boxes 
of novels. Some of us negan the study of 
languages and the sciences. One day, com- 
ing out of my cell into the common hall, 
where fifteen or twenty officers were 
gathered around the stove, I was thus 
accosted by one of them: ‘Major, have 
you a book you could loan me?’ ‘No,’ 1 
said, ‘I have loaned out all I had, and 1 
have no book now in my cell but the Bible 
and I have quit reading everything but 
that.’ Thereupon a conversation ensued, 
in which the same view was expressed, 
some confessed to having read it through 
ten times, and the universal verdict was 
that while all other books palled upon the 
taste the Bible never wearied them, but 
was found on every fresh perusal a new 
book. From that time its doctrines ana 
duties furnished an inexhaustible fund 
of conversation and discussion. Although 
we had no ministerial counsel, all, were 
the better for the study. some of the wild- 
est became pious, and fifteen or twenty 
afterwards ioined the church. And con- 
cluding his deeply interesting narrative 
he went on to say: ‘One of these men | 
have seen since the war, and he is an 
ornament to the Christian profession.” 
What was this but a repetition of the 
experience of ‘‘the nobler Bereans.”’ “They 
searched the scriptures daily whether 
these things wefe so.”’

We should search the scriptures if we 
wish to be saved, Several things are es- 
sential to personal salvation—knowledge 
of disease and of remedy, of patient and 
physician. None can know either save 
by Bible study. By the law is the’ knowl- 
edge of sin, by the gospel the knowledge 
of salvation from sin. 

We should search the scriptures if we 
desire to be sanctified, to be fit meet for 
the Master’s use, and meet for the saints’ 
inheritance in light.

tions.. This year the Orator cf the day 
will be Hon, Peter J. Otey, who repre- 
sents Virginia‘on the naitlonal democratic 
committee, and who is a member of con- 
gress from his district. 

He is said to be’ one of the most pbril- 
liant and fluent speakers on the floor of 
the national congress and the members 
of the Virginia Society are delighted that 
they have succeeded in obtaining him for 
the Atlanta celebration of Lee’s birthday. 
His subject will be ‘“‘The Old Rebel from 
’61 to '65, by an Old Rebel.”

Kendrick Objected to the Company 
Making a Cut. 


PETITION FILED SATURDAY 


Assessors Had Awarded Land to the 
Belt Road and Given the 
Owner Damages. 


Judge J. H..Lumpkin Saturday issued 
an order enjoining the Atlanta Belt Line 


Company from taking or interfering with | 
Logan avenue, | 
N. Ken- | 


certain land located on 
formerly the property of A. 
drick and which has been awarded the 
railroad company by three appointed as- 
sessors as a result of condemnation pro- 
ceedings instituted ‘by ‘the belt line against 
the property. A hearing of the case has 
been set for Saturday, the 20th. 

Some months ago the Belt Line Com- 
pany began the active operation of begin- 
ning the construction of its tracks on the 
south side of ‘the city to connect the At- 


lanta and West Point railroad with the| 
Georgia railroad, so as to provide @ trunk | 


line for the shifting of freight from one 
road to the other without the delay which 
might be occasioned by having to pass 
through the city. 

Considerable property was purchased 
for the right of way, ‘but some difficuity 
was experienced by the new road in mak- 
ing a trade with several property own- 
ers, The belt line people then decided to 
institute condemnation proceedings. Pa- 
pers were served and assessors were ap- 
pointed, oné oy the belt line, one Ly the 
property uwner and these two e#srcssors 
then selected a ‘third, : 

The assessors appointed to adjust the 
differences between A. N. Kendrick ind 
the belt people were Clem RR. Harris, ior 
the road; A. F. Pound, for the property 
owner, and W. P. Patillo was the third. 
The assessors decided that the property 
against which the proceedings had been 
instituted was worth $710 and thar Mr. 
Kendrick should also be given $00 as 
damages, The property condemned was 
seventy-one one-hundredths of an acre. 

The report of the assessors wus filed 
with the clerk of the superior court on 
December 29th. The petition cf A. N. 
Kendrick, which was filed yesterday, sets
